It was suggested that 
patients in the home who were able 
to pay their own way be charged 
a rate more in keeping with the 
actual cost per patient day of operat- 
ing the home rather than merely the 
net cost to the county. Figures shown 


per resident day cost of 85c, while 
the actual was said to be between $2 
and $2.25 per day. The matter of set- 
ting a rate based on actual costs for 
paying patients at the home was 
brought up by Reeve Earl Sager of 
Madoc Township, who asked what 
rate these people are now paying. He 
was told by Reeve. Clarke T. ‘Rollins, 
of Wollaston, as chairman of the 
Home for the Aged Board, that the 
rate for paying patients was the 
same as for regular residents, $35.00 
per month. Reeve Wm. Davis of Ban- 
gor said it was only right that when 
a patient in the home was able to pay 
for his keep that he pay what it 
actually cost the county. “They are 
getting service comparable with what 
might be expected at the Royal York 
with everything provided which the 
heart could wish for. I suggest we set 
a rate of $2.25 per day for the paying 
patients.”

Jack Miner and Manly F. Miner 

Jack Miner is one: of the first to 
come to mind when conservation of 
wildlife is under discussion. He has 
often been referred to as ‘the father 
of the conservation movement in 
Canada”. 

Today in the light of our fast disap- 
pearing deer herds in Quebec, many 
of the sayings of Jack Miner and his 
son, Manly F. Miner, who is carrying 
on this world famous. conservation 
pioneer’s work and philosophy, re- 
quires only the word Quebec in place 
of @ntario to apply to us. 

Manly Miner said: “Kill the wolves 
and stop shooting does and fawns 
and let the deer herd increase in On- 
tario so tourists can take pictures 
in the summer and the hunters har- 
vest the increase in the fall. If the 
deer? become too thick, allow the hun- 
ters the privilege ‘of shooting two 
deer between Christmas and New 
Years for their winter meat. If that 
does not reduce the herd, allow U.S: 
hunters to come on and stay as long 
as they want to harvest two deer. 
If that does not reduce the herd, then 
allow the hunters to shoot the does 
and fawns. 

“Do not have laws to prosecute a 
trapper or settler for shooting a deer 
for food out of season and pay biolo- 
gists to go through the country, tell- 
ing us we need wolves to kill the deer 
and balance nature. Man’ is quite 
capable of reducing the herd if it be- 
comes too thick.” 

Jack Miller was never in favor of 
paying game wardens and biologists 
to patrol Algonauin or any other park 
and prosecute humanity for shooting 
deer and allowing timber wolves to in- 
crease and eat the deer.

ind appears to be on the increase. | 
Both wild and domestic animals are | 
affected. Rabies is an extremely dan- | 
gerous, and in fact invariably fatal | 
disease. 

The public is therefore warned, 
rgdly to adhere to exstng by-laws and. 
keep the dogs on chain or leash at 
all times. 

In case of a suspicious bite or 
seratch, people should report im- 
mediately to their Family Physician. 


" Suspected animal, if domestic, should 


not be shot, but ‘kept safely under 
observation for 14 days. Wild animals 
suspected of rabies should. be shot 
through the body and not through the 
head, Cases of suspected rabies in 
animals should be brought to the at-| 
tention of the proper officials of the 
Health of Animals Division, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Government of 
Canada. 

Dogs and cats suspected of having | 
been bitten by rabied animals should 
be disposed of, because the incuba- | 
ton period of the disease is sometimes 
as long as six months.

The advent of wimter calls for a 
change of clothing for wildlife as well 


as humans. Warmth is the prime re- 


quisite and the natural winter coats 
of wild mammals and birds of the 
north are warmer for their weight 
than anything Man has been able to 
manufacture, according to the Federa- 
tion of Ontario Naturalists.

Winter fur and feathers are de- 
signed to achieve this end. The fami- 
liar northern white-tailed deer, for 
example, wears a summer polage of 
straight, slender hairs. The hairs of 
the winter coat, on the other hand, 
are not only stout and crinkled, but 
hollow as well, each containing its 
own dead air cell. In addition, there 
is a scanty undercoat of fine wool 
for added warmth. 

In birds, insulation has reached 
near perfection. Feathers in them- 
selves are amazingly effective air 
traps. With the addition of a dense 


layer of down, such birds as the sea 
‘ducks and the penquins can be blase 


about the coldest temperatures. 


feathers to drive out the trapped. air 
in warmer weather, and fluffing them 
when it’s cold. : 

Some mammials change to a differ- 
ent colour in winter. The white tailed 
deer, for example, swaps his summer 
red for grayish brown. 

A. few mammals go all the way, 
donning pure white coats for mid- 
winter camouflage in the snow. "The 
well-known ermine is nothing more 
than a northern weasel that has re- 
placed its brown summer hairs with 
white ones. : 

The varying hare, commonly known 
as the “snowshoe rabbit’, not only 
turns white in winter, but its huge 
feet are made even bigger by growing 
a fringe of stiff hairs that serve as 
wonderfully effective snowshoes.
